AS OCEAN STEAMSHIP YlKr.CKED. 


HALIFAX, N. S., Aug. 7.—The Govern 


ment steamer Nowfield arrival List uiglj' 
from Sable Island with two hundred and 
thirty passengers and members ot the crew 
of the stenmer Amsterdam, winch had been 
wrecked last Wednesday night on a sand- 
bar, fifteen miles distant fiom the ibland, 
while on a passage from Amsteidam for 
New York.
